Town new and o1d-: This new #oodffock did 'ariſe by ſome buil9ings 
which Henry theſecond pave Ieaveto. be crefted, (a3 received by cra- 
dition) at the ſuice of the Lady Roſamond, forthe uſe of: out ſervants 
upon the waſtes of the Mannor of Bladen where is the Mother Church, 
this is a Hamlet belonging to it, though encreaſed to a market Town - 
by the advantage of the Court refiding ſometime near, which. of late 
years they have been ſenſible of the wantof;this Town was made a Core - 
poratiagin ghe 11.year of Hexry he fixth, by Charter with power to 
fehOino Bargeſſe to Parliamenvor nor, as they will themſelves. 

Old Woodftock is ſcated on the Weſtfide of the brook named Glyme 
which alſo runneth through the Park, the Town confiſts not of above

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harger, {but very anciently ſo) for in ſome 014 Law Hiſtorians there is 
mention of the Afiſe at WoodFfock, fora Law made in a Micelgemote 
(the name of Parliamencs b:fore the goming of the Norman) in the days 
of King Erheldrei. Andin like manner chac thereavout was'a Kings 
Houf, if notin che ſ:me place where Hey. the ficft buile the late ſtand- 
ing pile before his; for in ſuch days thoſe great Coancels were com- 
monly held in the Kings Pallaces. Some of thoſe Lands have be=lons 
ged co the Orders of the Knights Templers there being Records which 
call them, Terras quas Rex excambiavit cum Templariis. 

But now this lace large Mannor Houle is in a manner almoſt rarn- 
ed into heaps of Rubbiſh : Some ſeven oc eight rooms left for the ac- 
commodation ofa Tenant that ſhould rent the Kings medows,(of 
thoſe who had no power to let them) with ſeveral high uncovered 
Walls Randing, the prodigious SpeQacles of malice unto Monarchy , 
which ruines {til} bear ſemblance of their State, and yer aſpire in ſpight 
of envy, or of weather, to ſhew, at Kings do build, Subjets may ſome- 
time ſhake, but utterly can never over throws . 

That part of the Park called the High-Park hath been lately ſube 
divided by Sir Arthur Haſelrig to make paſtures for his breed of Colts, 


and other parts plowed up, Of the whole ſaith Roffus Warwicenſis Rs 


in Ms. Hen. 1. pag. 122. Fecit iſte Rex Parcum de Woodſtock , cum Palatio 
infra predifiam Parcwn.qui Parcus erat primus Parcus Anglie & continet 
in circuitu feptem Miliarta, conſtru Fus erat Anuo 14. bujus Regis, aut parum 
poſt. Without the Park the Kings Demeſn Woods were, .it cannot 
well be ſaid now are, The Timber being all ſold of, and underwoods-

Catel, thatthey are hardly recoverable : Beyond which lieth Stowe-- 


field and other Mannors that hold” of Woodſtock, with other Woods, 


that have been aliened by former Kings, but with reſeryation of Li- - 
berty for his Majeſties Deer, and other beafts of Forreſt to harbour .
